All labor (with 
the exception of a few skilled work- 
men as oversees) is. pegformed b 
convicts and under the able and ef- 
ficient management of Capt. Thomp- 
son, Warden, who has inaugurated a 
system perfect to a fault, the. work 
is being pressed forward. There are 
now nearly four hundred and fifty 
convicts within the stockade, but so 
eystematically arranged are the work- 
ing parties that a easual observer 
would not think one-third of that 
number were present. We visited 
the eells, the dark dungeon, 
the wash rooms, cook rooms, 
bakery, shoe shops, blacksmith shops, 
tin shop, tailor shop, quarry. stables, 
&c., and were pleased to observe the 
same yood system and excellent 
management heretofore stated, pre- 
vailed in each and every one of the 
departments. The health of the In- 
stitution was never better, there being 
only a few invalids in the hospital, 
with no serious cases. The Legisla- 
ture, at its last session, made an ap- 
propriation of two hundred dollars 
for religious purposes, and it is con- 
templated to have Divine services in 
the Chapel every Sunday hereafter. 
We have before referred to the offi- 
cers, and also the general manage- 
ment of the Institution, and we have 
no reason to change our previous 
assertion, that a better or more com- 
petent set could not be selected from 
the party that placed them in posi- 
tion, and we hope to see them just 
where they are until our party gets 
in power.

CALDWELL be indeed a 
friend of the University, and has 
doubts as to the legality of the action 
of the Legislature in the matter of 
‘Trustees, why could he not have re- 
moved that doubt by issuing commniis- 
sions tothe gentlemen elected by the 
Legislature as Trustces, and thus have 
quieted their titles. - 


THE Board of Trustees of the Uni 
versity, as soon as it met, informed 
the Governor of the meeting and in- 
vited him to preside over its delibera- 
tions. Would it not have been a 
graceful thing to have waived the 
technicality and accepted the invita-

Would it not have been the proper 
thing, when the great importance of 
the revival of the University is con- 
sidered ?

SOME wiseacre in the Ohio Legisla- 
ture, fired with aiaudable zeal, has 
prepared a_ bill to put an end to the 
emotional-insanity dodge. It pro- 
vides that, when insanity is pleaded 
as a defense to a criminal charge, the 
accused shall be examined by a 
special jury. If found to be sane, 
the plea fails, and the trial proceeds.

WE GIVE below two letters emana- 
ting from Top R. CALDWELL, by the 
grace of Radical votes, Governor of 
the State of North Carolina. They 
relate to the matter of the appoint- 
ment of Trustees of the University. 
The first was written in reference to 
an official communication from the 
Senate informing him that that body 
would go into Executive session on 
the afternoen of the 14th of February 
inst. for the purpose of considering 
such further nominations as he 
might desire to make. The Senate 
had previously considered all the 
nominations made by the Governor 
lor the various charitable and penal 
institutions of the State. Our read- 
ers will see that in this letter the 
Governor distinctly states that he 
knows of no office to be filled originally 
and no vacancy to be supplied which 
required any nomination to be submit- 
ted by him, and yet up to that time 
no nominations for Trustess of the 
Unive sity had been made or eon- 
sidered, 

‘The second letter is in response to 
x resolution, passed by the Trustees 
of the University, inviting him as 
Governor and ex-officio President of 
the Board of Trustees to preside over 
theirdeliberations. In that letter he 
says:‘'L am of the opinion that the 
Legislature had no right, under the 
Constitution, to elect Trustees for the 
University, but that it isan Evecutive 


function to nominate Trustees and 


submit his nominations to the Senate 
Jor confirmation,” 

We make no comments, but let the 
letters speak for themselves:

It would, I assure you, afford me 
pleasure to comply with your wishes 
and accept your invitation, were it 
not that l entertain a decided opin- 
ion that your body have not been 
constitutionally elected to the offices 
you claim to hold and exercise. Lam 
of opinion that the Legislature had 
no right, under the Constitution, to 
elect Trustees for the University, but 
that it is an Executive function to 
nominate Trustees and submit his 
nominations to the Senate for con- 
firmation. Entertaining these views, 
and with great respect to you collee- 
tively and individually, I feel it my 
duty to decline your invitation and 
refuse to take any part in your de- 
liberations.

WE PUBLISHED yesterday morning 
the proceedings of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the State University, which 
met in this city on the 18th inst., in 
pursuance of an act of the late ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. In- 
cluded in the proeeedings was a let- 
ter of Governor CALDWELL, declin- 
ing his official recognition of the 
Board upon the grounds that it was 
not constituted as required by the 
Constitution of the State. We give 
below such extracts from that instru- 
ment as will furnish our readers with 
such information as isnecessary toa 
correct judgment of the conduct of 
the Governor. 

Sec. 5, Art. %, of the Constitution 
provides as follows : | 

“The University of North Caroli- 
na, with its lands, emoluments and 
franchises, is under the control of the 
State, and shall be held to an a 
arable connection with the free pub- 
lic school system of the State.”’ 

Sec. 7 of the same article provides 
as follows : 

‘rhe Governor, Lieutenant Gov— 
ernor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
Auditor, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and Attorney General 
shall constitute a State Board of Ed- 
ucation,”’ 

Sees. 18, l4and l5of the same ar- 
ticle provide as follows : 


Sec. 13. The Board of Education 
shall elect Trustees for the Universi- 
ty as follows: One Trustee for each 
county in the State, whose term of 
office shall be eight years. The first 
meeting of the Board shall be held 
within ten days after their election, 
and this and every subsequent meet- 
ing, ten Trustees shall constitute a 
quorum. The Trustees at their first 
meeting, shall be divided, as equally 
as may be, into four classes. The 


‘seats of the first class shall be vacated 


at the expiration of two years; of the 
second class, at the expiration of four 
years; of the third class, at the ex- 
piration of six years; of the fourth 
elass, at theexpiration of eight years; 
so that one-fourth may be chosen 
every second year. 

Sec. 14. The Board of Education 
and the President of the University, 
shall be, ex officio. members of the 
Board of Trustees of the University ; 
and shall, with three other Trustees, 
to be appointed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, and shall be 
clothed with the powers delegated to 
the Executive Committee under the 
existing organization of the Institu- 
tion. The Governor shall be, ex officio, 
President of the Board of Trustees 
and Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the University. The Board 
of Education shall provide for the 
more perfect organization of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 15. All the privileges, right, 
franchises and endowments hereto- 
fore granted to, or conferred upon, 
the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina by the charter 
of 1789, or by any subsequent legisla- 
tion, are hereby vested in the Board 
of Trustees, authorized by this Con- 
stitution, for the perpetual benefit of 
the University. 

This was the method of election of 
Trustees under the Constitution of 
1868. The General Assembly, at its 
session of 1872, by a three-fifths vote 
of both houses, adopted the following 
amendment upon this subject. which 
was subsequently ratified by the 
Legislature of 1872, two-thirds of the 
whole representation in each house 
of the General Assembly concurring 


submitted to the people at the election 
held in August last, and by them 
ratified by majorities reaching nearly 
40,000 : 


The General Asssmbly of North 
Carolina do enact, (two-thirds of the 
whole representation in each House 
of the General Assembly concurring, ) 
That-the Constitution of this State 
be altered as follows, to-wit : 

Strike out the fifth section of the 
ninth article, and in lieu thereof, 
insert the following: ‘“‘The General 
Assembly shall have power to pro- 
vide for the election of Trustees of 
the University of North Carolina, in 
whom, when chosen, shall be vested 
all the privileges, rights, franchises 
apd endowments thereof, in any 
wise granted to orconferred upon the 
Trustees of said University ; and the 
General Assembly may make such 
provisions, laws and regulations from 
time to time, as may be necessary 
and expedient for the maintenance 
and management of said University. 

Strike out sections thirteen, four- 
teen and fifteen of the ninth article, 
relating to the University of North 

atified the twenty-fourth da 
February, 1873. 


Under thisamendment, so endorsed 


by the people, the Legislature just ad- 
journed elected the Trustees whom 
the Governor has refused to officially 


recognise. The wording of the 
amended Constitution is plain.— 
The power of election is taken 
from the Board of Education, 
where it was vested’ by the 
Constitution of 1868, and given to the 
Legislature. That body is now the 
sole depository of the power, and 
must be its own judge of its exercise. 
Acting under the authority given by 
the Constitution, it has chosen the 
gentlemen who assembled here on the 
18th inst., in pursuance of an act of 
the General Assembly passed during 
the session just closed, and whose 
official existence Gov. Caldwell re- 
fused to recognize. | 

We ask our readers to contrast the 
sections of the Constitution quoted 
above. They will see that sections 5, 
13, 14 and 15 have been stricken from 
the Constitution of 1868, and the sec- 
tion last quoted substituted in their 
stead, They will see also that the 
Legislature in selecting Trustees 
kept within the spirit and letter of 
the Constitution, the desire being to 
secure the re-opening of the Univer- 
sity at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. 

Gov. CALDWELL’s conduct in the 
matter is but another manifestation 
of his desire to provoke a conflict 
with the Legislative Department of 
the government. It is in keeping 
with numberless other acts of his 
administration which deserve the se- 
verest rebuke and censure, and this 
step, we fear, was taken rather to 
gratify partizan malevolence thana 
jealous desire to maintain the pre- 
rogatives of the position he occupies. 
That will be the popular verdict.

Carolina Tax-Payers’ 
Adjournment. 

CoLuMBIASS. C.,Feb. 20.—TheTax- 
Payers’ Convention adjourned to-day, 
after four day’s session. A report was 
adopted instructing the Executive 
Committee to prepare a Consitution 
and Laws for county organizations, 
to be known as Tax Unions, to be es- 
tablished in every county in the 
State. All citizens, white and black, 
who pay taxes to be admitted to 
membership. The object is to pros- 
ecute criminal and dishonest officials, 
and endeavor to relieve the burden 
of taxation. A resolution was adopt- 
ed appointing a Committee to appeal 
to the State Legislature for redress of 
grjevances, and a Committee of fif- 
teen of the most prominent citizens 
of the State were appointed to go to 
Washington to lay before Congress a 
memorial. 

A letter was received from certain 
bond-holders in New York protest- 
ing against any action on the part of 
the Convention looking to the repu- 
diation of the State bonds. On mo- 
tion, the Convention resolved that 
when the honest ple of the State 
get possession of the government 
they will do what is just, fair and 
equitable amongst all its creditors. 

The Convention adopted an address 
to the people of the State setting 
forth that it had appealed to the Leg- 
islature and to Congress for redress 
of their wrongs, and advising them 
to organize in a lawful manner, and 
prosecute in the Courts of the State 
all dishonest officials. 

The Convention then adjourned 
subject to the call of the Executive 
Committee.
